W hen I W a s A Boy 
There Were Tricycles 
But No Bicycles

When I was a boy there was not 
a bicycle in America. The nearest 
approach to one was the tricycle, 
a threc-whoclcd affair for children 
only. The first ones in our town 
were among the articles W. P. 
Mappin, a 
druggist who 
loved 
children, brought in .for sale to 
the Christmas trade. 
Partly because he was indul­ 
gent with boys and girls, partly 
to inspire them to clamor for Santa 
Claus to bring tricycles, he let 
them take turns at riding the little 
vehicles back and forth in his store 
after school hours. If I should live 
to be 1000 years old there probably 
would never be another thing I 
coveted as I did one of them. 
Nor could I ever forget the shock 
to my childish faith which resulted 
when I rushed to the parental 
room at 5 o’clock on Christmas 
morning, only to find that the tri­ 
cycle to which hope had looked 
forward with ardent joy was not 
there. It was a long time until I 
could understand that it was my 
father’s lack of money, rather than 
indifference to my wants, which 
brought this terrible disappoint­ 
ment into my life. 
The bicycle came upon the scene 
along about the middle ’80s. Its 
front wheel w as about 5 feet high, 
its rear wheel about 1 foot.

The bicycle did not begin to 
come into general use, however, 
until along about the advent of 
the present century.

devil had thrown the bicycle into 
the righteous scheme of things. 
The bicycle, being the first real 
travel innovation since four-wheel 
wagons replaced 
the two-wheel 
chariots in which Roman dandies 
dashed around in time of peace 
and went into battle in time of 
war during the days of the Caesars, 
had a real appeal to the public’s 
imagination. 
In every big city people flocked 
to arenas in which six-day endur­ 
ance races were frequently staged. 
Bicycle parados and races were 
County Fair features. Mass trips 
from one big city to another were 
given much publicity in the papers. 
Occasionally, some e n t h u i a s t 
would leave New York for the 
purpose of breaking all previous 
records from coast to coast. 
The original bicycles with five- 
foot front wheels had metal tires. 
The going on even the best dirt 
roads was slow and hard. Their 
successors, with wheels like those 
now in use, had solid rubber tires.

When I was a boy there was not 
a bicycle in America. The nearest 
approach to one was tho tricycle, I 
a three-wheeled affair for children 
only. The first ones in our town 
were among the articles W. P. 
Mappin, a 
druggist who 
loved 
children, brought in .for sale to 
the Christmas trade. 
Partly because he was indul­ 
gent with boys and girls, partly 
to inspire them to clamor for Santa 
Claus to bring tricycles, he let 
them take turns at riding the little 
vehicles back and forth in his store 
after school hours. If I should live 
to be 1000 years old there probably 
would never be another thing I 
coveted as I did one of them. 
Nor could I ever forget the shock 
to my childish faith which resulted 
when I rushed to the parental 
room at 5 o’clock on Christmas 
morning, only to find that the tri­ 
cycle to which hope had looked 
forward with ardent joy was not 
there. It was a long time until I 
could understand that it was my 
father’s lack of money, rather than 
indifference to my wants, which 
brought this terrible disappoint­ 
ment into my life. 
The bicycle came upon the scene 
along about the middle ’80s. Its 
front wheel was about 5 feet high, 
its rear wheel about I foot. A step 
on the connecting frame enabled 
the rider to swing from the ground 
into the saddle. 
Perilous For Novice 
It was a perilous position for the 
novice, who suffered many falls 
and bruises, sometimes a broken 
bone before mastering the wheel. 
Our town had just joined the 
march of progress by building 
board sidewalks along the princi­ 
pal streets when the first of these 
high-wheol bicycles were brought 
in. They made ideal runways over 
which to speed. 


Wednesday 
The V.F.W. Auxiliary meeting 
which usually is held at this time, 
will be postponed until the first 
W ednesday in December which 
will be a regular meeting. 


The bicycle did not begin to 
rome into general use, however, 
until along about the advent of 
the present century. Parents look­ 
ed favorably upon its use by their 
sons. They frowned upon its use 
by their daughters, because the 
frames of their machines wore ex­ 
actly like those the boys were 
using. Unless the girls wore bloom­ 
ers this resulted in some leg ex­ 
posure, a thing too horrible for 
the mothers and aunts of that gen­ 
eration to tolerate. 
As for bloomers, and divided 
skirts they, too, were considered 
a violation of long established 
standards of modesty. I believe the 
opposition was reinforced by a 
verse from the Scriptures which 
advised against the wearing of 
masculine apparel by people of 
the feminine gender. 
In due time, however, factory 
experts came .forth with such a 
reform in the bicycle fram e that 
it was possible for a girl to ride the 
machine in regulation garb w ith­ 
out giving the spectator a glimpse 
of her stocking. This served only 
to spur the opposition to renewed 
efforts. 
Meanwhile, the girls were pay­ 
ing no more attention to the cru­ 
sade than they later paid to ones 
that were waged against short 
skirts, short hair and jitterbug 
dancing. In due time, wherever 
there was a teen-age girl in the 
family there was a bicycle. 
The Crusade Failed 
The streets were dotted with 
machines, carrying shrieking fe­ 
males with flying hair. During 
class periods school yards were 
littered with bicycles. The crusades 
had miserably failed. Church rolls 
indicated just as much interest in 
^Colds 


religious matters as before the 
devil had thrown the bicycle into 
the righteous scheme of things. 
The bicycle, being the first real 
travel innovation since four-wheel 
wagons replaced the two-wheel 
chariots in which Roman dandies 
dashed around in time of peace 
and went into battle in time of 
war during the days of the Caesars, 
had a real appeal to the public’s 
imagination. 
In every big city people flocked 
to arenas in which six-day endur­ 
ance races were frequently staged. 
Bicycle parades and races were 
County Fair features. Mass trips 
from one big city to another were 
given much publicity in the papers. 
Occasionally, some e n t h u i a s t 
would leave New York for the 
purpose of breaking all previous 
records from coast to coast. 
The original bicycles with five- 
foot front wheels had metal tires. 
The going on even the best dirt 
roads was slow and hard. Their 
successors, with wheels like those 
now in use, had solid rubber tires. 
They were very heavy. A trip of 
several miles was no job for a 
weakling. On the cross-country 
excursions 
much 
walking 
was 
done, especially when hills were 
encountered. Even the strongest 
could not furnish enough power 
for the steeper and rougher sec­ 
tions of roads then in existence.

Those early-da.v bicycles cost 
$100 or more apiece. With the com­ 
ing of ball bearings and pneumatic 
tires tho demand became so uni­ 
versal that it was not long until 
the best wheels could be had for 
$50; very good ones for $25 to $35. 
One of the most popular songs 
of that period was inspired by 
the bicycle that was built for two, 
quite a number of which were in 
use. The chorus was something 
like this: 
“Daisy, 
Daisy, 
give 
me 
you 
promise true; 
I’m half crazy, all for the love 
of you. 
It won’t be a stylish marriage, 
I can’t afford a carriage; 
But you’ll look sweet 
Upon the seat 
Of a bicycle built for two.”

At Possum Trot 
No Catching Up on 
Work Around Farm 


By Leonard Hall 
No matter how hard we try to 
budget our time, the days and 
nights fill up and .fly by at a rate 
which is discouraging. What we 
need most of all is a 14-day week 
made up of 48-hour days; although 
I doubt that w e’d catch up, even 
then. Right now we are finishing 
up the fall pasture seedings, hav­ 
ing added another 
15 acres of 
hitherto unproductive land to our 
improved meadows. When this has 
been completed, we’ll start spread­ 
ing the sawdust which was used 
last winter to bed the barn and 
barnlot 
and 
which, 
w ell-m ixed 
with manure, is ready to go out 
onto the fields. 
Last 
week 
Clarence 
Rickner 
came with his bulldozer to help 
solve one of our most difficult 
water management problems. This 
is in a field where, three years 
ago, we filled in an old cattle lane 
which had washed into a trem end­ 
ous ditch in which you could bury 
a haystack. We ran terraces across 
this ditch after it was filled, but 
the settling of the ground caused 
the water to break over and now 
we are building them up high, 
with silting basins above them, so 
as to put an end to future erosion. 
On another day last week, Frank 
Crocker came up from away down 
on the middle fork of Black River 
to shoe the mares. This m Her of 
horse-shoeing is a real probl m, in 
the country, for there are no v* 
ng 
blacksmiths coming along to 1 .k 
the place of the old fellow's who 
are gradually retiring. 
Daisy is easy to shoe, but old 
Ribbon is something of a problem. 
At some time or other she must 
have been mishandled while being 
shod, for she is extremely touchy 
about having her front feet han­ 
dled. Yet Frank babies her along 
and always manages to get the job 
finieshed 
without 
having 
any 
trouble. We are always glad to 
have the shoeing done, for there’s 
little pleasure in riding a horse 
with loose shoes or one which is 
barefooted and may go lame. And 
on a farm of this size, with a large 
num ber of cattle which must be 
watched 
closely 
and 
moved 
at 
fairly frequent intervals, a saddle 
horse is almost as necessary as an 
automobile. 
A w eek’s activity brought sev­ 
eral events. On Wednesday eve­ 
ning we joined some 200 local 
farmers and their wives at the 
annual dinner of our Iron County 
Cattlemen’s Association which is 
held in Ironton. On Thursday we 
foregathered in St. Louis with the 
Friends of the Land. Finally, on 
Saturday night, we took our basket 
of fried chicken and chocolate cake 
and joined the families of the 
Belleview Methodist Church at the 
annual dinner of the Ladies Aid. 
We came home .from this banquet 
determined not to eat again for 
a week. 
This 
determination, 
however, 
didn’t last long. Sunday turned 
out to be one of those glorious, 
golden, Indian summer days wrhich 
m ake October the finest month of 
the year in our Missouri Ozarks. 
We were up early to get the chores 
finished and the mares saddled, 
so that we could get out over the 
farm. Old Ribbon knows the route 
we generally follow: Down the 
lane and across the creek, turn in 
at P erry’s gate and head out past 
the barn, then up across the fields 
to the foot of Buford Mountain. 
Here we dismount for a while 
to rest and look out across the 
valley which is spread below' us.

It was afternoon when we start­ 
ed for home again, with Mike still 
ranging far ahead of us and Chip­ 
per jogging along sedately, so close 
under the heels of the mares that 
we can never understand how she 
avoids getting stepped on. We’d : 
just unsaddled when Paul and Jean 
Rutledge from Kirkwood, whom j 
we’d asked to come down and help * 
us barbecue some chickens o v e r ! 
at the pond, drove up; and a few 
minutes later came Buck and Doris 
Hornkohl from Salem, with Mary 
Gay and Jimmy. The youngsters 
hiked off for the creek, while we 
went out to look at the young 
calves and I discussed with Dr. 
Rutledge the relative merits of 
sulfa, penicillin and aureomycin 
for treating such ailments as pink­ 
eye and stomatitis, a serious fun­ 
gus infection which is making the 
rounds in Missouri and has affect­ 
ed one or two of our best cows. 
By the time we came back from 
the field, Ginnie had her picnic 
basket ready and we loaded all 
the gear, 
including the 
fishing 
tackle, 
into 
Buck’s 
trailer 
and 
headed for the Big Pond. We got 
a good fire going and the girls 
ead their cloths on the long 
ri 1 fable. Paul took over the culi- 
nui 
departm ent and soon had 
eight 
»alves of chicken on the 
broiler. 
' put the coffee on; then 
rigged up oth fly and casting rods. 
Jim and M ry Gay pushed off in 
the canoe; u r i I can think of no 
better place r r a youngster to 
learn to manag 
a canoe than on 
a big farm pond. 
Soon the sun di 
oed below the 
Saline Creek blufi 
+o leave the 
valley in shadow. Bi ‘ over along 
Buford, the colors wer, 
till bright 
in the foliage, and each t"ee stood 
out distinctly. The good t n m a of 
coffee and chicken drifted from 
the campfire to whet appetite al­ 
ready keen. And just as Paul an­ 
nounced that the fryers w ere done 
to perfection, the harvest moon 
came up abt ve the mountain like 
a great, s noky-pink Jack-O -L an- 
tern. As is climbed higher, it turn ­ 
ed from pink to orange, and then 
to yello v, flooding the valley with 
a light so bright we ate by it w ith­ 
out '.ifficulty. And all of us agreed, 
as t e last of the chicken, potato 
salad, and apple and cherry pie 
disappeared, that it had been a 
perfect autum n day.

No m atter how hard we try to 
budget our tim e, the days and 
nights fill up and fly by at a rate 
w hich is discouraging.

We ran terraces across j 
this ditch after it was filled, but 
the settling of the ground caused 
the w ater to break over and now 
we are building them up high, 
w ith silting basins above them, so 
as to put an end to future erosion.

Yet Frank babies her along 
and alw ays m anages to get th e job 
finieshed

trouble. We are alw ays glad to; 
have the shoeing done, for th ere’s , 
little pleasure in riding a horse 
w ith loose shoes or one which is 
barefooted and m ay go lame. And 
on a farm of this size, w ith a large J 
num ber of cattle w hich m ust bC| 
w atched closely and 
moved at J 
fairly frequent intervals, a saddle 
horse is alm ost as necessary as an 
autom obile. 
A w eek’s activity brought sev­ 
eral events. On W ednesday eve­ 
ning we joined some 200 local 
farm ers and their wives at the 
annual dinner of our Iron County 
C attlem en’s Association w hich is 
held in Ironton.

Soon the sun di 'v oed below the 
Saline Creek blufl

coffee and chicken drifted from 
th e cam pfire to w het appetite al­ 
ready keen.

Kansas State completed its best 
season since pre-w ar 
years b y , 
beating Missouri in one of th e ; 
roughest “kid” football games ever j 
played by two Big Seven teams. 
In a temper-flaring, free-swing- j 
ing game played in sub-freezing 
weather at Columbia Saturday. K- 
State’s freshmen and sophomores 
edged Missouri’s rookie Tigers. 14- 
12. 
And it was a kids game. Of the 
72 players who got into the game 
42 of them were either freshmen 
or sophomores. K -State used 14 
freshmen 
and six 
sophomores; 
Missouri 11 in each classification. 
The game resulted in numerous 
firsts for Kansas State. 
It was the first K-State Big 
Seven victory since turning back 
Colorado 27-13 at Manhattan in 
1949. 
The first victory over Missouri ' 
since 1938— 21-13 at Manhattan. I 
The first victory over Missouri 
at Columbia since 1933, 33-0. 
The first Big Seven victory for 
Kansas State away 
from home 
since 1942—over Nebraska 19-0. 
Kansas State, which has one 
victory and a tie with Nebraska in 
the league against four losses and 
1-7-1 overall, has a good chance ol 
escaping the cellar in the final 
standings for the first time since 
1942. 
Kansas State’s good fortune .acts 
up to Missouri’s misfortune. 


If the Tigers lose their final 
game to Kansas at Lawrence Dec. 
1 they’ll replace Kansas State as 
cellar occupants. Missouri appears 
stuck with its worst record since 
Coach Don Faurot took over the 
coaching in 1935. 
This is the .first season since 
1935 that Faurot’s team has finish­ 
ed lower than a tie for third place 
in the conference.
